REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a gas diffusion electrode 
assembly wherein adjacent gas diffusion electrodes are bonded together by a bonding 
piece having on its surface a perfluorosulfonic acid compound layer or perfluorosulfonyl 
fluoride compound layer or an alkyi ester of a perfluorocarboxylic acid compound layer, 
wherein adjacent gas diffusion electrodes are mutually united on a porous cathode 
support with the surface of the bonding piece on the adjacent gas electrodes. Though 
the use of perfluorosulfonic acid, perfluorosulfonyl fluoride and alkyI esters of 
perfluorocarboxylic acid are known as adhesives for bonding an MEA together, it is not 
known to use these materials on a bonding piece to bond adjacent gas diffusion 
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electrodes together on a porous cathode support with the bonding piece being on the 
surface of the adjacent gas diffusion electrodes.
